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DETAILED ACTION 

In response to Applicant's previous response the objection to the previous 
information disclosure statement and to claim 2 are withdrawn. A signed copy of the 
previous IDS is included with this action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not show applying a test laser to an exposed and 
unexposed area of a optical disc master and where a ratio of the light reflected from 
those two areas is used to control the power of the recording beam as currently 
claimed. While Aki discloses testing the thickness of the resist layer in such a process, 
it is unclear if this test is done in an exposed or unexposed area. However, what is 
clear is that Aki does not disclose adjusting the recording laser power based on this 
ratio, and the only control operation performed by Aki in response to these results is to 
stop the operation (Col 9 lines 1-3). The other prior art of record does not appear to 
teach these limitations.
